CHINS-UP Program needs

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
and Sandra Coffey, Coffee County 
Extension Service Agent, held a 
joint news conference Friday morn- 
oe announcing the 2nd Annual 
CHINS-UP Camp. 

The annual camp is scheduled for 
August 10-13 and will be held at the 
Vineyard Camp, 

The four-day camp focuses on 
youth at risk and the program is 
known as CHINS-UP. This stands 
for Child In Need of Supervision un- 
der the Juvenile Court. 

According to Coffey, the estimat- 
ed cost of having the camp is 
$6,000.00 and there presently is a 
need to raise $3,800 for this year's 


camp. 

Plans call for 38 county youths to 
attend this year's program which is 
aimed at building self-esteem in 
each of the youngsters. 

Other objectives of this year's 
camp will be to encourage physical 
fitness, set career goals, improve 
peer group and family relationships 
and to reduce the incidence of high 
risk sexual behavior. 

Conducting this year's CHINS- 
UP Camp will once again be Cynthia 
Howe of Memphis, Tennessee. She 
is a motivational expert who is 
known nationwide for her work in 


this type program. 

When asked about the benefits re- 
ceived by youths attending last 
year's camp, Mrs, Coffey said sever- 
al improvements were noted in some 
of the youngsters who attended, 

Some of last year's participants 
have been inducted into honor soci- 
eties, and others had a two letter im- 
provement in their grades - from D's 
to B's, 

“We are not successful with all of 
them but with some we are,” said 
Coffey. 

Each year this camp is sponsored 
by Coffee County Extension Ser- 
vice, Boards of Education, Juvenile 
Courts and the Department of Hu- 
man Resources. 

Also cooperating with the pro- 
gram are area law enforcement agen- 
cies, social workers, principals and 
teachers and mental health depart- 
ment, 

Sheriff Paul said, “A jail is a 
monument to the failures of mankind 
and if we are going to put ourselves 
out of business here at the jail, we 
have to start by doing some work 
with the young.” 

He noted that it takes about 
$500,000 a year to operate a’ jail so 
to ask for a mere $100 per youth in 
order to hold this year's CHINS-UP 
Camp is a drop in the bucket. 

“If these youngsters, who are on 
the boarderline, can be pulled back 


On Monday of last week, U. S. 


' District Judge Myron Thompson 


ruled the primary held in June was 
invalid because the county commis- 
sion failed to draw new district lines 
after the 1990 census. 

According to the official census 
report, Coffee County had a 4.4% in- 
crease in its population since the 
census taken in 1980. 

Due to the judge's ruling, all can- 
didates running for county commis- 
sioner will have to re-qualify be- 
tween August 18 and September 1. 
This must be done before their name 
can be place on the ballot for the 
September 22 election ordered by 
Judge Thompson. 

Eagerton made an appeal to all 
the candidates, and to anyone who 


might be thinking about running for 
commissioner, to allow only those 
men who won in the June primary to 
qualify for the new election. 

“If the people of Coffee County 
allow us to only open qualifying 
time and only if the candidates who 
won will go and qualify, then Coffee 
County will not have to open polling 
places,” Eagerton said. “The Demo- 
crats and Republicans who ran are in 
their new districts.” 

_ “Two wrongs doesn't make a 
right!” said Eagerton. “One wrong 
has been done, please don't make it 
two.” He estimated that a new elec- 
tion could cost the people of Coffee 
County $30,000.00. 

He said, “If no polling places 
have to be opened, then the county 
would not have to pay for a new pri- 
mary election and no additional elec- 
tion expense would be incurred until 
the November General Election. 

Eagerton stated that he would like 
to correct something that was writ- 
ten in the Montgomery Advertiser 
earlier. 

“The ADC (Alabama Democratic 
Conference) said that they told us 
(the commission) last year that we 
needed to re-district. This is not true 
at all!” said Eagerton. “We never 
talked to the ADC last year.” 

“In January of this year, I asked 
Warren (Rowe) to call Blackshear

Elba woman killed in car wreck

A one-car crash in Elba, Alabama 
took the life of Tamera (Tammy) 
Padgett Bradshaw, age 30. She was a 
resident of Elba.

The car appeared to have left the 
highway on the right-hand side of 
the road then crossed over to the 
left-hand side leaving the roadway. 

After traveling ‘more than 200 
feet, the automobile struck two trees 
before coming to rest. 

The driver of a vehicle traveling 
east on AL Hwy. 166 witnessed the 
Bradshaw vehicle leaving the road- 
way. He stopped and after determin- 
ing there was someone injured went

now, however, is what has hap- 
pened since. 

Several different attorneys have 
appealed different aspects of the trial 
numerous times. There have been at 
least six hearings since the sentenc- 
ing. Each of these times, the horrible 
memory of this whole ordeal is re- 
newed for the family and friends of 
Neil instead of allowing time to heal 
the wounds. 

The succession of lawyers have 
never been able to prove that any- 
thing at the original trial was biased 
or mismanaged or that any of his 
rights were denied. However, in the 
“pursuit of justice” his rights seem to 
be the only ones in question, 

Now, attorneys (from New York) 
have filed yet another hearing to be 
held August 13. These attorneys 
have been contacting the original 
jurors coercing them to answer ques- 
tions about the trial. Who is con- 
cerned about their (the jurors) 
rights? What about the rights of fam- 
ily and friends of Neil Grantham? 

We are only asking that justice be 
served an this will all end. How 
many appeals and how many hear- 
ings must we sit through? I under- 
stand there is no limit. Can't some- 
thing be done with our judicial 
system? 

Maybe the people of Coffee 
County can i by showing their 
support for Neil and the ultimate sac- 
rifice he gave as a lawman in the line 
of duty to protect his country. 

This next hearing is scheduled for 
Thursday, August 13, 1992 at 9:00 
a.m. in the Courtroom in the Elba 
Courthouse.

The City of Elba has at leasi ten 
Homeowner's Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram projects now being bidded for 
renovation. Efforts to secure this 
program have been underway since 
February, 1992 and was designed to 
immediately followed the federal 
project on rehabilitation of local ren- 
tal property. 

This is a federally funded project 
which targets an area for improve- 
ment, The program pays a large per- 
centage of the cost of remodeling 
and bringing up to minimum stan- 
dards many of the homes in the se- 
lected area. 

Contractors are presently in the 
process of preparing their bids to 
renovate some of these homes in the

Bids to repair the above homes 
will be opened on August 13, in the 
Elba City Hall chambers, 

Actual construction will begin 
immediately upon the signing of 
contracts between the homeowners 
and the contractors. The Elba Code 
Enforcement Officer will supervise 
the contractors and insure they are 
doing what is required in the con- 
tract. 

The city is still taking applica- 
tions from homeowners in the Mul- 
berry targeted area. Approximately 
16 other homeowners can also bene- 
fit from the current program, The 
Code Enforcement Officer will be- 
gin the work write-up on these units 
immediately following the bid open- 
ing on the above named 10 units.

Inspections are made on a routine 
schedule and the Inspection Report 
is conspicuously displayed for public 
view within the establishment, If you 
do not see the report posted, ask the 
proprietor about the inspection rating 
score, The score reflects the general 
sanitary condition of the establish- 
ment, Establishments with a score of 
85 or above are inspected quarterly, 
Establishments with a score below 
85 are reinspected within thirty days, 
The items printed in red on the In- 
spection Report are considered criti- 
cal items and require correction with 
ten days. A Food Service Permit is- 
sued by the Health Department is re- 
quired to operate a food service fa- 
cility, 

The next time you eat out, take a 
few seconds to look at the Inspection 
Report. You will feel better knowing 
the score and the owner or operator 
will know you care and are con 
cerned about the sanitary condition 
of the establishment,

What Is The Bible's Theme? 


God made man for fellowship with Himself. God walked with Adam 
in the cool of the day (Gen. 3:8). Enoch and Noah walked with God. 
But God wanted man's fellowship only if man could choose to walk 
with God. Any mechanical or forced kind did not satisfy. : 

This required the possibility of sin so that man could have a choice. 
Forbidden fruit was necessary (Gen. 2:17). Man has always been given 
the choice of good or evil (Dt. 11:26). Man must choose whom he will § 
serve (Josh 24:15). 

Because God's nature can't stand sin (Rom 1:18), man's disobedi- 
ence breaks fellowship with God (Isa. 59:2). Because man's nature love 
to sin (Rom. 7:23), God had to provide man a way to overcome sin so 
as to restore fellowship. 

God made an early promise (Gen. 3:15) that the descendent (seed)ot 
woman would overcome Satan (the serpent). This theme was carried 

throughout the Bible. Jesus was that descendent and was manifested to 
destroy the works of the Devil (I Jn. 3:8). Christians because of Christ 
can bruise Satan under their feet (Rom. 16:20). =e 

The theme promise was repeated to Abraham. In his seed all fami- 
lies and nations would be blessed (Gen. 12:3 and 22:18). To bring 
Abraham's descendent into the world required a nation and a land (Gen, 
12:2,7). Jesus was to be born in Bethlehem in Canaan and of the race of 
Israel, Abraham's descendents. 

Galatians 3:8 says that the Gospel was preached beforehand to Abra- 
ham when God said that all nations were to be blessed in his seed. That 
seed was Christ (v. 16). God's great plan was to save man from sin 
through a Savior so as to restore the broken fellowship of sin. This is 
the theme of the Bible. 


inner man” (Eph. 3:16) and 
God even stoops to “quick- 
en [our] mortal bodies by 
His Spirit that dwelleth in 
us” (Rom. 8:11). 


“Therefore, brethren, we 
are debtors, not to the flesh, 
to live after the flesh” (Ver. 
12), 


The implication from 
the above passage is that 
though sorely tempted we 
are debtors to the Spirit 
who dwells within and pro- 
vides overcoming power. 


The question, in times 
of temptation, is generally 
whether we truly desire to 
overcome, for we may over- 
come in any given case by 
grace, through faith. In the 
present dispensation it is 
not true that it is not pos- 
sible for the believer to sin, 
but it is blessedly true that 
in any situation it is pos 
sible for him not to sin, for 
the Spirit is always there 
to help.

If a household member becomes unemployed or if the household size changes, the household should contact the 
school to file a new application. Such changes may make the children of the household eligible for free or re- 
duced-price meals if the household income falls at or below the level shown above. 


A complete copy of the Policy is on file in each school and in the office of the Superintendent of Coffee 
County and Elba City Schools where it may be reviewed by any interested party. 


All questions on the free and reduced-price application must be completed. Failure to include information on 
household members, income or food stamp Case number, information on social security, and the signature of an 
adult household member will result in denial of benefits.
